FOOTBALL 

Eight seniors paved the way to the 1951 State Interscholastic Football 
Championship as Coaches Flaitz and Keefe turned out one of the greatest 
football teams in the history of R.H.S , and perhaps in the history of Vermont 
interscholastic football. The Raiders made it a banner year as they steamroiled 
over every opponent encountered. Upon the close of the 1951 campaign the 
might and finesse of the Redmen was acclaimed throughout the state and 
reached a fitting climax when the Rutland High gndmen received a bid to 
represent New England in the annual Peanut Bowl. 

The Peanut Bowl is located in Columbus, Georgia and seats 23,000 
spectators. This school boy classic takes place New Year's Dav and features 
four games between the top high school grid teams in the country. However, 
because of other athletic commitments and the questionable weather at this 
tune of year the Red Raiders had to forego their gridiron invasion of the South 

In the initial contest of the year the Redskins ripped St. Johnsbury 
Academy, a reputed northern power, by a 44-13 count. Offensively the 
Flaitzmen were paced by the versatile right halfback, Male Guild, who 
scored four touchdowns on long gallops, and the polished line play was spear- 
headed by Co-captains, George Cady and Joe Roberts. 

Once again it was the superb running of Male Guild, who struck paydirt 
on three occasions, that enabled the Warriors to notch their second triumph, 
trouncing Bennington High 25-0. 

On September 29, 1951, the Raiders overcame one of the major obstacles 
of the campaign as they tripped Spauldmg High of Barre, 14-6, in one of the 
most thrilling tiffs of the season. The young sophomore quarterback, Stuart 
St. Peter, sent the Redmen out in front by booting the extra point, after Male 
Guild weaved and spun for a 60 yard TD. Then in the early stages of the third 
period defensive halfback, Bill Farwell saved the day for Rutland as he inter- 
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cepted a Barre pass on the eight yard stripe and galloped 
70 yards to halt a Crimson threat. Guild took over and 
scooted 24 yards for his second score and St. Peter again 
kicked the extra point, making the count read 14-6 in 
favor of the Redskins. 

Burlington was the next victim of the mighty Red 
Raiders as they folded under the powerful offensive drive 
of Coach Flaitz's charges. It was a decisive victory for 
the Warriors as the three G's— Guild, Garcia, and 
Grady — sparked the 32-12 decision. 

Defense became the keynote as the Raiders racked up 
their fifth consecutive triumph, dropping the Bellows 
Falls Terriers 12-0. In this tilt the big Rutland forward 
wall stepped into the spotlight, with Sandy Guynup 
leading an attack that held the Terrier backs in check for 
duration of the tiff. 

The next tilt was the pay-off, for the unbeaten Spring- 
held Cosmos were the only gridsters left in the state who 
could halt the tt tie-bound Flaitzmen. "Yogi" Garcia, 
a peppery little junior, gained recognition as a scoring 
threat by hitting pay dirt twice and Russ Shappy, a 
senior who had never played football until this year 
romped over with the winning tally for the Redmen. 

t i , 19 ' 14 wm was not an easv one for the Raiders, 
who had staved off a Cosmos drive during the final three 
minutes of play. 

Snapping out of an offensive slump the Redskins 
secured their seventh straight win, rolling over the 
Brattleboro Colonels 45-18. It was a bonus day for the 
backfield members as five different backs notched Rutland's 
seven scores. 

Next came the Armistice Day classic with M.S.J. , 
and the Redmen took full advantage of their power as they 
crushed the Acads 35-0 to post their eighth consecutive 
victory. The Mounties were practically helpless as thev 
could neither gain substantial yardage ' against the huge 
Rutland forward wall nor stop it from plowing a clear 
path for the Raider backs. "Yogi" Garcia, Jim Grady, 
and Male Guild— the three G's— smashed through the

There were various reasons for the tremendous 
success of the 1951 Red Raiders and perhaps 
foremost was the excellent coaching of Lloyd 
Flaits and Leo Keefe, line coach. Flattz is one 
of the most experienced coaches in the state 
and with Keefe as an assistant the two have 
combined to form one of the "w inn ingest" 
staffs m Vermont schoolboy football. Let's 
hope that it will continue to produce champion- 
ship teams for R.H.S. 

In addition to the coaching an equally important factor was the spirit 
instilled by Russ Shappy, George Cady, Joe Roberts, Jim Jeffords, Sandy 
Guynup, Howard Cameron, Jack Stetson, Male Guild, Nelson Baldwin, Bill 
Farwell, George Hansen, Tom Dolan. and Dave Wiselt, the senior members. 
Practice sessions were vigorously led by Co-Captains Joe Roberts and George 
Cady and seven of these seniors combined to form a heavy, potent, and memora- 
ble forward wall, which was dreaded by opposing gndmen throughout the 
state. 

With the season ended everyone anxiously awaited the results of the 
All-State balloting and when the returns were finally published Rutland 
had placed three men on the first team. Co-captam George Cady was elected 
as a tackle and Malcolm Guild and Olaf Garcia were chosen as halfbacks. 
Cady's fine tackling and expert line rushing helped him capture a berth 
on the All-State squad, while Garcia, a junior was one of the most aggressive 
backs in the state. And, there was choice in the case of Guild, who paced 
the offensive power of the Raiders by posting an amazing 90 points for the 
season. Sandy Guynup, who in the minds of many observers was one of the 
best tackles to appear in a Rutland lineup for sometime, barely missed an 
All-State position and instead he was placed on the second team as a tackle.

BASKETBALL 

Coach Leo Keefe s 1952 Red Raiders, headed by four seniors, turned 
in a memorable record, winning Vermont schoolboy's Triple Crown. The 
Red men posted top honors in the Southern Vermont League, the Southern 
Vermont Tournament and the State Tourney, to complete the year with a 
total of 22 wins and only 6 defeats. 

Although this year's squad was not of the flashy type it played brilliant 
basketball, winning 12 out of 14 games in league play. In other competition 
the Redmen dropped only four decisions, three of them to out-of-state clubs. 

Keefe s Warriors found the gomg a little rough when they went on a 
holiday barnstorming tour to New York City area in December and were set 
back two out of three contests with strong New York teams. But at no other 
time did the Raiders find their pre-season tilts difficult, for they easily con- 
quered all other foes to post a 5-2 record going into the SVL. 

Rutland played spectacular ball, caking an early lead on the strength of 
a three pronged offensive punch supplied by the "Big Three," consisting of 
Captain Russ Shappy, rangy George Cady and "Sandy" Guynup. Shappy 
paced the SVL in the scoring department for more than half the season and 
was the key man in the Rutland lineup. These boys supplied the power that 
enabled the Warriors to decision each league opponent twice, with the excep- 
tion of West Rutland and M.S.J. , who split with the Keefemen. 

Excellent offensive and defensive play characterized Rutland's brand of 
ball. The Raider sharp shooters drilled m 1208 counters in 24 tiffs, to compile 
an offensive average of 50. 33 points per game. At no time were they held under 
30 points for a single contest. 

On the other hand, the Red and White's defensive aces held the opposition 
under 30 points on several occasions. The total scored against the Redmen in 
24 lilts was only 900, which is an average of 37.5 markers per game. This 
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admirable defensive record was made possible by Male 
Guild, "Yogi" Garcia and Stuart St. Peter, the Raider 
guards. Guild was an expert at intercepting passes, 
in addition to being a first rate guard, Garcia was such 
an aggressive guard that opposing players found it difficult 
to get off shots and often became so nervous that they 
would throw the ball away. St. Peter, acting as sixth 
man, was as good as any of the regulars playing a good 
floor game and scoring 119 points in 28 games. 

The team scoring was led by Shappy, who dropped in 
348 points in 28 contests and in the runner up spot was 
big Cady with 312. "Sandy" Guynup and "Yogi" 
Garcia followed with 216 and 209 counters, respectively 
Shappy's sharp shooting netted him third place among the 

in the SVL, while Cady's alert marksmanship placed him 



top twenty scorers 
sixth. 

After taking the SVL crown the Keefemen went on to notch a 64-47 
verdict over Bellows Falls and a 41-34 verdict over M.S.j. to capture the 
Southern Vermont Tourney title. Then the surging Raiders proceeded to 
whip Spauldmg of Bane, 42-36, thus being crowded State Champions. 
However, speed v powerhouse Springfield Tech from Springfield, Massachusetts 
handed the Redmen their first defeat in tournament play, 43-37, in the opening 
round of the New England tourney, which was held at the Boston Garden. 

Individually the Warriors reaped in several honors, as Garcia and 
Shappy were selected on the All-Tournament Class A team, for the Southern 
Vermont tourney. But the payoff came when Guild was elected to the All- 
New England tournament team. 

Coach Keefe can look forward to next season with optimism, despite 
the fact that he will lose Shappy, Cady, Guynup, Guild, Jeffords, Roberts 
and Baldwin, the first four of which were starters. As a nucleus he will 
have four lettermen, Stuart St. Peter, Captain-elect Olaf Garcia, Jim Grady 
and "Bud" Knapp, 
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J. V. BASKETBALL 

Coach Lloyd Flaitz molded one of the most successful jayvee squads that 
Rutland High School has seen in several seasons as the 1951-52 version posted 
a season's record of 18 wins out of 20 starts. The junior Raiders dropped but 
two decisions to Whitehall, but they were undefeated in state competition 
and were winners of the Southern Vermont league, in addition to copping the 
city title by edging M.S.J, twice. 

The scjuad was composed of six juniors-Henry Dahlgren, Donald King, 
Steve Lyne, Peter Perkins, Jim Grady and Pete Chdos-and seven sophomores— 
Phil Knapp, Ronald Horton, Ed Bartlett, Dan Allen, Dan Kennedy, Bob Fitz- 
simmons, and Tony White. And, under the tutelage of Flaitz, several of these 
boys developed into serious contenders for varsity berths next' season. 

This year's club also boasted a potent offense as it piled up a total of 8 14 
counters in twenty tiffs. Rangy Phil Knapp was the leader of this effective 
point-producing machine with 224 points and Ronnie Horton and Henry 
Dahlgren ranked second and third with 140 and 133, respectively. 

In addition to the excellent sharp shooting of the Flaitzmen defense was 

a key factor to their unchecked success. They held the opposition to 583 

markers for an average of 29.1; they compiled an offensive average of 40.7 
points per contest. 

With only "Yogi" Garcia and Stuart St. Peter left from this year's varsity 
contingent next winter's team will have to be composed largely of men from 
Flaitz's talented 1951-52 jayvee squad. 
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FRESHMAN BASKETBALL 

Coach George Sloan's freshmen cagers captured the runner up spot in the 
1952 Freshman-Sophomore tournament, despite the fact that their regular 
season's record was not impressive. The Rutland frosh were automatically 
slated to play in the semi-finals when they received a bye in the opening round. 

Sloan's crew edged Poultney, 13-11, thus qualifying them to meet M.S.J. 
for the freshman championship. The battle for the crown saw the future 
Raiders post a 12-7 half time lead, but the young Mounties came back strong 
in the last half to clip the Rutlanders 23-18.

Rutland's hurling staff was not spectacular, for it had only one veterau 
member. Bernie Rome, the one veteran, looked good during the early season, 
while Horton and Gordie Stevens also gave the Redmen creditable mound 
support. Horton is a fireball specialist and Stevens is a good curve ball pitcher 
and both will return in 1953.
